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The  1991  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  Elizabeth  R.  Smithers  in  appreciation  of 
her  25  years  of  service  to  the  citizens  of  Gilmanton. 

Betty  was  appointed  Town  Clerk  in  1966  and  has  been  reelected  consecutively 
since  that  time.  In  1986,  she  was  also  elected  Tax  Collector.  The  two  offices  were 
officially  combined  by  the  voters  in  1989  and  she  continues  to  serve  as  Town 
Clerk/Tax  Collector  today. 

In  the  early  days,  services  were  provided  from  a  very  small  office  in  her  home. 
In  1975,  space  was  provided  for  the  office  in  the  Town  Hall  and,  in  1989,  the 
office  was  moved  to  its  current  location  in  the  Academy.  Through  her  efforts, 
great  progress  has  been  made  with  the  computerization  of  the  tax  collection  and 
voter  registration  files  and  automated  ballot  counting. 

Betty  also  served  two  3-year  terms  as  Gilmanton's  first  woman  Selectmen 
beginning  in  1977.  Directly  through  her  efforts  the  first  property  revaluation  in  20 
years  was  undertaken.  Her  research  of  past  decades  of  records  and  the  creation 
from  that  information  of  documents  for  the  use  of  the  staff  and  citizens  has 
resulted  in  great  cost  savings  as  well  as  providing  a  wealth  of  information  from 
which  everyone  may  benefit. 

Outside  of  her  official  duties,  she  has  continually  been  in  the  forefront  of 
volunteer  programs  throughout  the  Town  which  have  benefitted  the  children 
including  being  school  lunch  program  director  for  15  years;  serving  as  the  first 
PTA  President  when  the  elementary  schools  merged;  serving  on  the  building 
committees  for  the  existing  Gilmanton  elementary  school  and  the  Gilford  High 
School;  establishing  the  first  school  dental  program;  creating  the  first  cub  scout 
program  and  organizing  the  first  PTA  Christmas  Craft  Fair. 

Her  spirit  of  community  endeavors  also  led  her  to  become  an  integral  part  of 
the  Fire  Department  Sirens  who  consistently  undertook  such  fund  raising  activ- 
ities as  the  annual  clambake  and  establishment  of  the  first  Community  Calendar. 

Betty  has  continually  proven  that  volunteer  efforts  do  work  whether  it's  re- 
finishing  floors  in  the  Town  Hall  or  refurbishing  voting  booths.  She  has  shown 
us,  again  and  again,  from  her  efforts  that  the  Community  Spirit  of  Gilmanton  is 
alive  and  well  and  the  rewards  we  all  share  from  those  efforts  are  continuing.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  REPRESENTATIVE 
TO  THE  GENERAL  COURT 

It  is  not  news  that  in  1991,  the  Legislature  has  continued  to  have  prob- 
lems as  it  attempts  to  help  the  state  government  to  function  as  it  should.  The 
revenues  are  below  expectations  and  the  outlook  for  improvement  is  poor. 
Even  with  that  prospect,  basic  and  vital  services  continue  and  will  be 
expanded  as  the  economy  recovers.  One  perennial  problem  is  the  numbers 
of  federally  mandated  programs  we  are  obliged  to  carry  out  without  federal 
funding  to  do  so.  (Federal  money  comes  from  us  too,  doesn't  it?)  We  have 
received  funds  through  a  Medicaid  loophole  that  will  be  helpful. 

There  are  legislators  who  feel  that  a  sales  or  income  tax  is  the  answer.  We 
all  may  have  an  opportunity  to  express  our  opinions  at  the  ballot  box  later 
this  year. 

In  1991,  there  were  1017  bills  introduced  to  the  legislature.  389  were 
passed.  Of  local  interest,  the  bills  concerning  impact  fees,  barge  regulation 
enforcement,  changing  Laconia  State  School  to  a  minimum  security  facil- 
ity, bear  hunting  regulations  and  shoreline  protection  were  passed.  Broader 
bills  affecting  all  of  us  were  durable  power  of  attorney  for  health  care, 
living  wills,  re-vamping  the  retirement  system,  help  for  the  families  of 
Alzheimer's  victims,  prohibition  of  the  use  of  credit  cards  in  cashing  checks, 
re-districting  after  the  census,  a  victim's  "Bill  of  Rights",  and  work  on 
improving  access  to  health  care  for  those  who  are  uninsured. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  reference  to  Gunstock.  For  the 
first  time  in  50  years,  taxpayers  have  been  obligated  to  help  pay  a  county 
debt  incurred  by  bonding  the  Gunstock  Area  expansion  and  improvements 
in  1985.  A  concerted  effort  by  the  Gunstock  Commissioners,  management, 
Belknap  County  Delegation  and  Town  officials  is  being  made  to  maximize 
the  summer  as  well  as  winter  uses  of  the  area.  This  a  county  facility  for 
county  residents  as  well  as  a  family  ski  and  camping  area  which  brings 
pleasure  to  folks  from  many  states  and  money  to  our  local  economy.

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Gilmanton,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1991 
we  considered  the  Town's  internal  control  structure  to  determine  our  audit- 
ing procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial 
statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure. 

However,  during  our  audit  we  became  aware  of  several  matters  that  are 
opportunities  for  strengthening  internal  controls  and  operating  efficiency. 
The  memorandum  that  accompanies  this  letter  summarizes  our  comments 
and  suggestions  regarding  those  matters.  This  letter  does  not  affect  our 
report  dated  January  17,  1992  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Gilmanton,  New  Hampshire. 

We  will  review  the  status  of  these  comments  during  our  next  audit 
engagement.  We  have  already  discussed  many  of  these  comments  and 
suggestions  with  various  Town  personnel  and  we  will  be  pleased  to  discuss 
them  in  further  detail  at  your  convenience,  to  perform  any  additional  study 
of  these  matters  or  to  assist  you  in  implementing  the  recommendations.

GENERAL 

We  found  that  the  accounting  applications  at  the  Town  have  improved 
substantially  over  those  of  the  previous  year.  We  commend  the  Town  and 
its  employees  for  the  work  that  has  been  done  in  the  past  year  in  implement- 
ing the  new  computerized  accounting  system  and  also  for  the  willingness  to 
listen  and  adopt  recommended  changes. 

We  would,  however,  remind  the  Town  that  as  the  Town  continues  to 
update  its  accounting  system  and  expand  its  use  of  the  computer,  it  is 
extremely  important  that  everyone  be  aware  of  good  internal  accounting 
control  procedures,  even  with  the  limits  of  budget  constraints  and  the 
limited  number  of  personnel  involved. 
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INVOICES 

Finding  — We  noted  in  our  tests  of  expenditures  a  few  instances  where 
department  heads  (the  Fire  Department  in  our  test)  were  requesting  funds 
with  insufficient  documentation. 

Recommendation  — The  Selectmen  should  only  approve  disbursements  for 
items  that  have  sufficient  documentation,  ideally,  a  vendor  invoice. 
Management's  Comment  — The  Selectmen  have  instructed  all  Department 
heads  that  they  will  no  longer  pay  insufficiently  documented  requests  and  in 
response  to  your  comment  on  internal  control,  we  have  asked  the  Depart- 
ment heads  to  initial  their  invoices  prior  to  submission  for  payment. 

TRUST  FUNDS 

Findings  — Trust  funds  were  not  valued  at  market  value  when  new  funds 
were  added  in  1990  and  1991,  as  required  in  the  Trust  Fund  instruction 
manual  issued  by  the  Attorney  General's  Office. 

Recommendation  — The  Trust  funds  should  be  valued  at  market  at  year  end 
for  the  purposes  of  merging  the  new  funds  received  during  the  year,  as 
explained  in  the  manual.  Then  future  allocations  of  income  (interest  and 
dividends,  gains  and  losses  on  sales)  should  be  apportioned  on  this  market 
value  allocation,  until  new  funds  are  again  added  to  the  Trust  Funds. 
Finding  — We  noted  some  payments  during  the  year  from  the  Isaiah  Robin- 
son Trust  Fund  that  may  not  be  appropriate  based  upon  the  intent  of  the 
trust  instrument. 

Recommendation  — The  Trustees  and  the  Selectmen  should  review  the  trust 
instrument  and  monitor  that  expenditures  do  not  violate  its  intents. 
Management's  Comments  — The  Selectmen  have  requested  a  meeting  with 
the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  determine  what  they  propose  to  do  about  the 
two  comments  relating  to  the  Town's  trusts. 
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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 

This  year,  1991,  has  not  proven  to  be  kind  to  our  economy,  either 
nationally  or  locally. 

The  effect  of  the  national  economy  is  much  broader  than  meets  the  eye. 
While  the  jobless  rate  is  an  obvious  indicator,  other  more  subtle  effects  deal 
with  our  town  directly.  Our  General  Assistance  costs  have  reached  an  all- 
time  high,  which  directly  affects  our  tax  rate.  Burglaries,  arson  and  associ- 
ated crimes  place  an  extra  burden  on  our  public  safety  officials  as  well  as 
our  budget.  Legal  expenses  are  also  directly  related,  with  the  public  more 
concerned  with  legalities,  their  rights,  the  Selectmen's  decisions,  and  prop- 
erty assessments.  While  we  all  feel  this  crunch  profoundly,  it  should  be 
noted  that  the  Town  of  Gilmanton  is  carrying  on  business  in  a  positive  and 
upbeat  manner. 

Several  noteworthy  accomplishments  have  been  made  by  the  town  in 
1991.  With  the  revaluation  complete,  other  projects  have  been  addressed 
quite  successfully.  Our  town  office  operation  has  been  effectively  stream- 
lined through  the  introduction  of  a  computer  bookkeeping  system.  Payroll 
and  disbursements  have  been  converted  to  manifest  systems. 

Re-cycling  started  in  June  and  to  date  has  been  a  TREMENDOUS 
success  due,  in  great  part,  to  a  hard-working  committee  and  strong  coopera- 
tion from  our  residents. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Roads  Committee,  a  master  plan  of  the  town 
road  system  has  been  created  with  several  priority  projects  being  currently 
addressed. 

Two  recent  rain  and  ice  storms  have  confirmed  the  Selectmen's  position 
that  a  town-wide  radio  communications  system  is  vital. 

With  the  support  of  our  constituents,  we  will  continue  to  diligently 
pursue  these  ends  and  do  our  utmost  to  remain  responsible  town  officials. 

We  as  Selectmen  are  responsible  for  administering  the  decisions  of  town 
meeting  and  working  within  the  parameters  of  the  town  budget.  You  as 
citizens  of  Gilmanton  are  responsible  for  making  the  right  decisions  at  the 
town  meeting. 
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GILMANTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Gilmanton  Police  Department  was  established  as  a  full-time  agency 
at  the  March  1981  town  meeting.  This  year,  1991,  concludes  ten  years  of 
service  to  the  citizens  of  Gilmanton.  It  has  been  ten  years  of  diligence, 
patience  and  hard  work  by  its  staff  to  give  the  town  professional  policing. 

At  its  start,  the  Police  Department  worked  out  of  a  single  desk  in  the 
downstairs  hallway  of  the  Town  Hall.  Shortly  thereafter,  the  Selectmen's 
Office  was  moved  upstairs  at  Town  Hall  and  the  Police  Department  took 
over  that  space  vacated  by  them.  Since  then,  the  Academy  has  been  reno- 
vated to  accommodate  municipal  services.  The  downstairs  area  of  Town 
Hall  was  renovated  for  Police  Department  use  and  that  is  where  we  are 
presently  located.  It  serves  us  well  and  should  for  sometime. 

The  changes  have  been  gradual,  but  the  progress  towards  professional 
policing  has  always  been  constant.  There  are  many  components  of  policing 
which  must  be  organized  and  orchestrated  so  that  the  department  functions 
as  a  whole.  Examples  include  filing  systems,  reporting  systems,  fleet  rota- 
tions, schedules,  training,  rules  and  regulations,  staffing,  communications 
and  community  based  programs  such  as  the  Explorers,  DARE,  etc.  to  name 
a  few. 

There  has  been  continual  upgrading  and  replacement  of  equipment  over 
the  years.  The  cruiser  rotation  program  is  now  ten  years  old  and  has  worked 
quite  well.  It  has  allowed  us  to  maintain  an  adequate  fleet  and  at  the  same 
time  keep  costs  down. 

In  September  of  1991,  Patrolman  Vincent  Baiocchetti  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  sergeant  after  seven  years  of  service  to  the  town.  He  has  been 
responsible  for  our  youth  programs  (DARE  and  Explorer  Post)  and  man- 
ages the  departments  training  program.  His  familiarization  with  the  towns 
people  and  the  running  of  the  department  will  be  an  asset  in  the  chiefs 
absence. 

The  DARE  program  was  re-instituted  in  1991  after  being  cut  from  the 
budget  in  1990.  Both  the  fifth  and  sixth  graders  will  receive  the  program  this 
year. 

A  crimewatch  group  was  organized  by  concerned  citizens  to  combat 
crime.  Burglaries  were  and  are  on  the  increase  with  several  of  the 
crimewatch  group  members  having  been  victims  more  than  once.  This 
program  is  strictly  community  based  and  run  by  its  own  directors.  The 
Police  Department  will  assist  the  organization  with  crime  prevention  tech- 
niques and  other  topics.  The  program  will  be  an  asset  to  the  Town  of 
Gilmanton  and  to  its  Police  Department. 

The  recession  has  created  a  large  work  load  for  the  Police  Department.  In 

1991,  the  town  experienced  33  residential  burglaries  (14%  increase  over 
1990).  As  I  write  this,  the  town  has  experienced  five  burglaries  in  January  of 

1992,  along  with  four  other  felonies  being  investigated.  Several  different 
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groups  of  people  have  been  arrested;  but  as  quickly  as  we  resolve  one 
situation,  another  one  appears. 

Family  stresses  are  evident  from  the  increase  in  domestic  situations  that 
the  department  has  handled.  Overall,  calls  from  the  public  have  increased 
seven  percent,  from  1634  calls  in  1990  to  1763  calls  in  1991. 

In  concluding,  the  Town  of  Gilmanton  has  employed  police  personnel 
over  its  ten  year  history  that  it  can  be  proud  of.  A  rich  history  has  been  laid 
down  and  we  at  the  Police  Department  look  forward  to  the  next  ten  years.

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The  Gilmanton  Fire  Department  is  comprised  of  thirty-eight  personnel, 
four  engines,  a  ladder  truck,  two  forestry  trucks,  and  two  rescue-ambulance 
vehicles.  Personnel  and  apparatus  are  assigned  to  two  fire  stations,  one 
located  in  the  Iron  Works  and  one  located  in  Gilmanton  Corner. 

It  is  the  mission  of  the  Fire  Department  to  provide  the  community  with 
professional  services  in  the  areas  of  fire  protection,  life  safety,  emergency 
medical  services,  building  code  inspections  and  code  enforcement;  to  pro- 
vide these  services  in  the  most  effective  and  efficient  manner  possible;  to 
maintain  the  highest  level  of  professionalism  and  quality  control;  to  provide 
training  and  ensure  safety  of  all  personnel  in  the  delivery  of  these  services 
under  adverse  and  dangerous  conditions. 

These  goals  are  the  focus  of  numerous  activities  and  programs  that  the 
members  of  the  Gilmanton  Fire  Department  invest  hundreds  of  hours  in 
each  year.  Over  the  past  twelve  months  Firefighters  and  Emergency  Medical 
Technicians  in  the  Fire  Department  have  met  the  commitment  of  providing 
these  services  by  attending  monthly  meetings,  monthly  fire  and  rescue 
training  sessions,  obtaining  certifications  and  advanced  training  through 
the  New  Hampshire  Fire  Standards  and  Training  Commission,  the  New 
Hampshire  Division  of  Public  Health  Services-Bureau  of  Emergency  Medi- 
cal Services,  and  most  importantly,  answering  alarms  of  fire  and  requests 
for  medical  aid  from  the  community.  In  addition  to  our  emergency  response 
role  we  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  in  fine  tuning  our 
inspection  and  enforcement  procedure  which  ultimately  impacts  the  poten- 
tial for  hazards  and  emergencies.  Thirty-five  of  the  thirty-eight  members  of 
the  department  are  on-call  volunteers  who  are  assigned  to  four  Engine 
Companies  and  the  Rescue  Company.  The  companies  are  each  led  by  a 
Captain,  and  the  Rescue  Company  has  both  a  Captain  and  a  Lieutenant  to 
supervise  the  twenty  certified  Emergency  Medical  Technicians.  The  com- 
panies are  directed  by  a  staff  of  Chief  Officers  which  includes  the  Fire  Chief 
and  two  Deputy  Chiefs.  One  of  whom  serves  in  an  on-call  capacity  and  the 
other  who  is  a  full-time  career  officer  with  the  department.  The  full-time 
Deputy  Chief  works  during  the  day  shift  with  the  Fire  Chief  to  provide 
minimum  coverage  for  fire  and  medical  emergencies,  as  well  as  provide  the 
administrative  support  to  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Department.  Although 
providing  emergency  coverage  during  the  day  is  a  priority,  a  great  deal  of 
the  time  spent  by  the  day  staff  is  utilized  to  maintain  the  stations,  maintain 
apparatus,  train  Firefighters  and  Emergency  Medical  Technicians,  and 
prepare  training  programs  for  on-call  personnel  that  meet  during  the  eve- 
ning. 

Other  responsibilities  include  the  presentation  of  Fire  Prevention  Educa- 
tion programs  to  the  school  and  childcare  facilities,  inspection  of  existing 
buildings  and  homes  for  compliance  with  the  NFPA  Life  Safety  Code,  and 
the  operation  of  the  building  inspections  and  code  enforcement  division  of 
the  department.  Permits,  inspections  and  approvals  of  construction  are 
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conducted  on  a  daily  basis  by  the  staff  who  are  assisted  by  the  department's 
part-time  secretary.  This  year  one-hundred  and  fourteen  (114)  building 
permits  were  issued.  This  number  is  down  from  one-hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  (129)  permits  issued  last  year.  Twenty-two  of  the  one-hundred  and 
fourteen  permits  were  issued  for  new  single  family  dwellings  and  thirty-two 
were  for  additions  to  existing  dwellings.  For  every  permit  issued,  no  less 
than  five  inspections  are  required  and  in  many  cases  additional  visits  to 
construction  sites  are  necessary.  The  inspection  program  also  includes  Fire 
Service  related  inspections  of  chimneys,  public  buildings,  the  schools,  day- 
care centers,  foster  homes,  group  homes,  and  private  homes,  that  request 
fire  prevention  inspections.  Many  of  the  fire-service  related  inspections  are 
requirements  of  state  agencies  for  licensing. 

Another  responsibility  of  the  Building  Inspection  division  is  the  answer- 
ing of  complaints  of  violations  received  by  the  public.  We  are  faced  with  an 
ever  increasing  case  load  of  complaints  of  violations  of  the  town's  adopted 
building  and  fire  codes;  BOCA  National  Building  Code,  National  Electric 
Code,  the  NFPA  Life  Safety  Code  101,  and  BOCA  National  Fire  Preven- 
tion Code.  In  addition  to  these  codes  are  state  statutes  and  rules  promul- 
gated by  statute  that  our  office  is  responsible  for  enforcing.  In  an  effort  to 
provide  better  service  to  answer  complaints,  we  have  developed  a  complaint 
form  that  documents  the  complaint  and  provides  us  with  the  details  neces- 
sary for  solving  the  complaint.  Additional  responsibilities  of  the  inspection 
division  include  the  enforcement  of  State  Health  Laws  and  regulations. 
Most  of  the  case  work  associated  with  the  Health  Laws  centers  around 
sewage  disposal  systems;  however,  our  office  receives  and  responds  to 
complaints  and  calls  for  service  from  a  wide  range  of  health  problems,  and 
required  state  health  inspections.  This  past  year  there  was  a  town  wide 
initiative  to  enforce  state  laws  and  the  town's  own  zoning  ordinance  with 
respect  to  trailer  coach  owners.  Enforcement  of  the  one-hundred  twenty 
day  maximum  period  of  use  for  coaches  was  implemented.  The  procedure 
requires  a  permit  and  compliance  with  rules  for  septic  waste  disposal  among 
other  requirements.  In  all  there  were  over  forty  cases  handled.  In  most  cases 
owners  have  complied,  however  some  cases  have  required  court  action  to 
ensure  compliance.  This  procedure  is  time  consuming,  but  necessary  to 
protect  neighboring  properties  and  water  bodies. 

Although  these  additional  duties  are  non-traditional  for  fire  departments, 
it  is  not  our  belief  that  other  fire  departments  will  follow  this  cost-saving 
trend  to  ensure  funding  and  provide  services  that  otherwise  would  not  be 
available  to  a  small  community. 

On  behalf  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Gilmanton  Fire  Department 
I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  and  taxpayers  of  Gilmanton  for  your 
continued  support  over  the  past  year  in  allowing  us  to  meet  the  respon- 
sibilities of  our  mission.  As  a  service  organization,  we  intend  to  provide  a 
top  quality  service  to  the  Town  of  Gilmanton  in  direct  proportion  to  the 
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expectation  of  the  public  we  serve.  We  invite  the  public  to  comment  and  ask 
questions  about  our  service  and  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  the  upcom- 
ing year.  I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  thirty-seven 
members  and  staff  for  their  dedication  to  the  Fire  and  EMS  service  and  for 
their  many  hours  spent  in  realizing  our  goals  including  time  and  effort  spent 
by  our  members  in  raising  funds  for  the  Firemen's  Association  that  comple- 
ment the  appropriation  of  the  Town. 

I  want  to  remind  residents  that  qualified  individuals  are  invited  to  apply 
for  membership  on  the  Fire  Department  as  a  Firefighter  or  Emergency 
Medical  Technician.  More  information  regarding  membership  can  be  ob- 
tained by  calling  or  meeting  with  the  Chief  or  an  officer  of  the  Department. 
Thank  you  again  for  allowing  us  to  serve  you.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE 
FOREST  RANGER 

1991  was  a  very  dry  and  busy  year  for  the  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire 
Service  as  well  as  local  fire  departments  due  to  our  increase  in  the  number  of 
fires.  Our  three  major  causes  of  fires  in  1991  were  non-permit,  children  and 
smoking  materials.  450  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire  burned  approx- 
imately 150  acres  for  an  average  fire  size  of  one-third  acre. 

Primarily,  the  local  fire  department  is  responsible  for  extinguishing  these 
fires.  Keeping  the  average  fire  size  this  small  is  a  tribute  to  early  detection  by 
citizens,  our  fire  tower  lookout  system  and  the  quick  response  of  our 
trained  local  fire  departments. 

In  every  municipality,  there  is  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy 
Wardens  that  are  responsible  for  directing  suppression  action  on  wildland 
fires,  working  with  other  fire  department  members  under  the  direction  of 
the  N.H.  Forest  Fire  Service  to  make  sure  that  all  fire  department  members 
are  properly  trained  and  equipped  for  suppressing  wildland  fires.  Forest 
Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  receive  specialized  training  each  year, 
presented  by  the  N.H.  Forest  Fire  Service,  to  keep  their  skill  level  and 
knowledge  of  forest  fire  laws  up  to  date. 

The  local  Warden  and  selected  Deputy  Wardens  are  also  responsible  for 
issuing  burning  permits  for  any  open  burning  that  is  to  be  done  in  their 
community.  In  New  Hampshire,  any  open  burning,  except  when  the  ground 
is  completely  covered  with  snow,  requires  a  written  fire  permit  prior  to 
lighting  the  fire.  Before  doing  any  open  burning,  it  is  recommended  that 
you  contact  your  local  fire  department  to  see  if  a  permit  is  required  and  to 
save  your  community  the  cost  of  sending  fire  equipment  on  a  false  alarm. 
Any  person  violating  the  permit  law  (RSA  224:27)  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

Please  help  your  local  Warden  and  fire  department  by  requesting  a  fire 
permit  before  kindling  a  fire,  be  understanding  if  they  tell  you  it  is  not  a  safe 
day  to  burn  and  help  keep  New  Hampshire  green!  Thank  you  for  being  fire 
safe.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

In  1991  the  Conservation  Commission  began  a  project  to  monitor  water 
quality  in  Loon  Pond.  Other  groups  and  private  individuals  are  already 
involved  in  monitoring  the  other  major  lakes  and  ponds  in  town.  The 
commission  received  training  and  assistance  from  the  State  Lay  Lake  Mon- 
itoring Program.  A  fresh  water  biologist  from  the  State  came  out  with  us 
for  our  first  session  of  water  collecting.  The  water  obtained  was  then 
brought  to  Concord  for  various  tests  to  be  performed.  Two  subsequent 
water  collections  were  done  by  Commission  members.  A  detailed  report 
describing  the  Pond's  water  quality  was  then  prepared  by  the  State,  and  no 
serious  threats  to  the  water  quality  at  Loon  Pond  were  found.  Data  will  be 
compiled  each  year  to  check  for  any  possible  problems  and  also  to  monitor 
changes.  The  Loon  Lake  Association  and  Gardiner's  Cove  Association 
provided  financial  assistance  with  this  project. 

The  Conservation  Commission  had  an  average  number  of  dredge  and  fill 
applications  to  review  this  year.  Property  owners  are  reminded  that  when 
work  is  planned  in  a  wetland  a  dredge  and  fill  permit  is  required.  A  permit 
can  be  obtained  from  the  town  clerk. 

The  Commission  was  fortunate  to  have  two  new  members  this  year. 
There  is  still  a  vacancy  on  the  Commission  and  anyone  interested  in  joining 
can  call  chairman  Bill  Foster  or  one  of  the  Selectmen. 

The  Commission  gratefully  continues  its  sponsorship  of  a  local  High 
School  student  to  a  week  long  conservation  camp  run  by  the  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 

Gilmanton  experienced  a  very  rewarding  and  exciting  year  in  1991  with 
regards  to  their  Town  Cemeteries. 

We  were  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  locate  and  have  returned  1 1  grave- 
stones that  were  lost  from  the  Copp  Cemetery  many  years  ago.  The  replace- 
ment of  these  stones  to  their  rightful  place  is  planned  for  the  spring  of  1992, 
and  we  appreciate  the  efforts  of  everyone  involved  in  this  rare  opportunity 
to  recover  a  part  of  Gilmanton's  heritage.  This  situation  has  brought  to  the 
Trustee's  attention  Gilmanton's  need  for  a  local  Ordinance  to  protect  our 
cemeteries  and  burial  sites.  We,  therefore,  are  proposing  such  an  Ordinance 
on  the  1992  Warrant. 

Many  other  projects  were  undertaken  during  the  year  in  which  we  have 
continued  our  policy  of  bringing  our  cemeteries  up  to  a  condition  where 
they  can  be  kept  mowed  and  cleared  for  the  enjoyment  of  our  citizens  and 
the  preservation  of  our  history.  Some  of  these  projects  were: 

Volunteer  assistance  of  the  members  of  the  Gilmanton  8th  grade 
class  who  raked  and  cleaned  the  Griffin/Range  Road  Cemetery,  the 
Sawyer  Lake  Road  Cemetery  and  the  Crystal  Lake  Road  Cemetery. 

Members  of  the  Sawyer  Lake  Association  volunteered  to  cut  and 
remove  the  trees  within  the  Sawyer  Lake  Cemetery. 

Mr.  Dean  Bennett  of  Tibbetts  Road  has  been  working  diligently  to 
cut  and  remove  trees  from  the  Crystal  Lake  Cemetery  so  that  a  general 
clean  up  can  be  undertaken  and  routine  summer  maintenance  can  be 
done. 

The  Merrill  Cemetery  on  Pancake  Hill  Road  was  cleared  and  raked 
by  several  volunteers.  The  iron  gate  is  now  being  repaired  at  no  cost  to 
the  Town. 

Mr.  Alfred  Wedel  of  Alton  Mountain  Road  is  also  currently  cutting 
out  the  Emerson  Cemetery  off  Old  Stage  Road. 

Clearing  work  and  stone  repair  and  straightening  has  begun  at  the 
Tibbetts/Alton  Road  Cemetery. 

The  Trustees  have  begun  to  locate  all  known  cemeteries  on  the  tax 
maps  to  better  inform  all  residents  and  interested  individuals  of  their 
existence. 

In  1992,  we  hope  to  complete  work  at  the  Tibbetts/Alton  Road  Cemetery 
as  well  as  work  towards  clearing  more  of  the  abandoned  cemeteries  with  the 
help  of  Gilmanton's  wonderful  volunteers.  Our  thanks  to  all.  See  you  in  the 
spring!

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TOWN  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

This  may  be  the  last  report  from  the  Town  Building  Committee,  which 
was  appointed  in  November,  1986,  with  the  charge  to  discover  whether 
space  adequate  for  town  offices  and  the  Police  Department  might  be 
provided  by  Gilmanton's  historic  Town  Hall  and  Academy  buildings. 

The  committee's  initial  charge  has  been  met.  Gilmanton's  Police  Depart- 
ment now  has  renovated  and  expanded  quarters  in  the  landrrtark  1902  Old 
Town  Hall,  and  town  offices  are  housed  for  the  forseeable  future  in  the 
1894  Academy  building,  which  is  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic 
Places. 

The  few  construction  details  remaining  to  be  solved  are  in  discussion 
between  the  Town's  Attorney  and  the  bonding  company  responsible  for  our 
building  contractor  who  entered  bankruptcy  in  1989.  This  business  failure 
did  delay  completion  of  renovations  at  some  inconvenience  to  the  Town. 

In  approving  the  committee's  recommendations  for  housing  town  offices, 
Gilmanton  residents  also  decided  that  it  was  wise  to  save  the  valuable  public 
meeting  space  afforded  by  the  former  Town  Hall  building.  To  duplicate 
such  community  facilities  in  the  future  would  very  likely  be  too  expensive. 

During  our  preliminary  studies,  and  throughout  the  subsequent  renova- 
tion period,  we  learned  a  great  deal  about  how  much  Gilmanton  residents 
value  their  town's  architectural  heritage.  We  also  learned  that  Gilmanton 
taxpayers  believe  their  town  should  provide  meeting  places  for  community 
groups. 

It  is  encouraging  to  a  volunteer  committee  such  as  ours  that  so  many 
other  Gilmanton  residents  and  community  organizations  want  to  continue 
the  effort  to  preserve  these  two  important  buildings.  PHASE  II  fund- 
raising  activities  by  such  groups  as  the  Gilmanton  Garden  Club,  the  Gil- 
manton Historical  Society,  the  Gilmanton  Snowmobile  Club,  and  the 
Women's  Club  have  been  particularly  helpful.

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GILMANTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

After  the  frantic  pace  of  activity  in  the  1980's,  the  Planning  Board 
welcomed  a  respite  from  the  pressure  of  subdivision  applications.  The 
Planning  Board  sought  to  establish  an  Economic  Development  Subcommit- 
tee, made  up  of  non-planning  board  members.  The  purpose  was  to  explore 
ways  in  which  zoning  and  planning  could  serve  the  needs  for  expanded 
economic  activity  in  the  Town  while  preserving  the  kind  of  rural  atmo- 
sphere the  1990  community  survey  showed  that  our  citizens  treasure.  Al- 
though a  small  group  spent  many  hours,  there  were  too  few  community 
volunteers  to  complete  the  task  during  1991;  we  plan  to  try  again  in  1992. 

The  Board's  most  important  continuing  task  is  updating  the  Master  Plan. 
Most  of  the  informational  updates  are  well  underway  and  should  be  drafted 
by  early  spring.  The  Board  will  then  hold  a  series  of  public  meetings  to  get 
your  input  so  that  we  can  revise  the  goals  and  land  use  plan  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  next  decade. 

It  is  interesting  to  look  at  the  activity  over  the  past  several  years.  The 
following  graph  shows  the  number  of  subdivision  applications,  approved 
lots  and  building  permits  for  new  single  family  housing  since  1984.  Al- 
though the  Town  saw  major  building  activity  between  1984  and  1990,  there 
is  still  a  large  number  of  approved  lots  which  have  not  been  built  upon.  Of 
the  672  new  lots  created  since  1971,  297  are  still  undeveloped.  And  of  course 
there  remain  many  undeveloped  lots  created  before  1971.  Thus  as  the 
recession  ends  we  could  see  major  growth  in  town  even  without  significant 
new  subdivision  approvals.

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During  the  year,  the  Planning  Board  met  with  Jim  Hersey  of  the  Soil 
Conservation  Service  about  revisions  to  the  SCS  soils  maps.  Gilmanton  is 
not  on  their  current  schedule,  but  will  be  remapped  sometime  in  the  future. 
Members  attended  meetings  with  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Trans- 
portation to  hear  about  plans  for  expansion  of  Route  106  and  to  express 
Gilmanton's  particular  concerns  about  the  short  segment  that  passes 
through  the  Town.  We  also  met  with  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commis- 
sion which  is  helping  with  the  Master  Plan  update. 

The  Board  adopted  revisions  to  the  subdivision  regulations,  mainly  to 
conform  to  changes  in  statutory  requirements.  Some  amendments  are 
needed  in  the  earth  excavation  regulations.  A  few  zoning  ordinance  amend- 
ments, mostly  of  a  housekeeping  nature,  are  proposed  for  the  1992  Town 
Meeting. 

David  Russell  joined  the  Board  this  year  as  the  Selectmen's  representa- 
tive. His  input  has  been  most  helpful  and  he  has  served  effectively  as  liaison 
between  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Selectmen.  Doug  Gamsby,  a  valued 
member,  resigned,  and  Gil  Boyd  replaced  him  as  a  regular  member,  leaving 
one  alternate  position  open.  Kammie  Anderson-Ferre  resigned  as  executive 
assistant,  and  to  replace  her  we  welcomed  Rachel  Pickowicz,  who  also 
serves  as  executive  assistant  to  the  Zoning  Board  and  the  Historic  District 
Commission.  She  is  able  to  provide  a  valuable  link  with  the  ZBA  to  improve 
communication  between  the  boards. 

We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  Candy  Daigle  and  Rachel,  as  well  as 
building  official  Norm  Skantze,  all  of  whom  are  available  to  work  with 
property  owners  on  development  and  use  of  their  property.  We  welcome 
suggestions,  offers  of  help,  and  public  input  generally,  either  through  the 
staff  or  directly  to  the  Board  at  its  monthly  meetings. 

I  propose  to  step  aside  as  chairman  in  1992,  although  I  will  remain  on  the 
Board.  I  am  very  proud  to  have  been  permitted  to  chair  a  conscientious 
hard-working  Board  over  the  past  several  years.  I  hope  to  spend  more  time 
working  on  the  Master  Plan  so  that  it  will  be  completed  during  the  coming 
year  to  assure  that  Gilmanton  will  be  prepared  to  handle  new  development 
when  the  real  estate  market  revives.  I  would  also  like  to  work  with  the 
Budget  Committee  to  update  the  Capital  Improvements  Program  and  inte- 
grate it  into  the  budget  process.

William  Philpot,  Jr.  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  4  under  Teacher's 
Salaries  Account  figure  of  $577,480.00;  to  increase  said  figure  $140,811.00;  to 
have  the  amended  total  figure  read  $718,291.00.  The  motion  was  seconded. 
Discussion  occurred  concerning  this  motion. 

A  motion  was  made  from  the  floor  to  have  a  secret  ballot  vote.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  passed  by  a  voice  vote.  The  ballot  polls  opened  at  approx- 
imately 11:30  A.M.  (The  "yes"  vote  to  amend  the  figure  and  the  "no"  vote  to 
have  the  figure  remain  at  $577,480.00.)  The  polls  closed  at  approximately  12:25 
P.M.  Result  was  Yes:  142  votes;  No:  162  votes.  The  amendment  failed  by  a 
ballot  vote. 

Mr.  Tom  Howe  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  4  under  Teacher's  Salaries 
Account  with  the  present  figure  of  $577,480.00;  to  increase  the  figure 
90,000.00.  David  Osman  addressed  the  public,  stating  that  he  would  like  to 
suggest  an  amendment  to  vote  to  appropriate  the  $90,000.00  provided  that 
within  10  days,  the  School  Board  and  the  Union  agree  on  all  other  non- 
academic  issues;  that  is,  the  $90,000.00  would  be  contingent  upon  the  School

The  ballot  polls  opened  at  approx- 
imately 12:45  P.M.  (The  "yes"  vote  would  be  to  amend  the  figure  and  the  "no" 
vote  would  be  to  have  the  figure  remain  as  $577,480.00).  The  polls  closed  at 
approximately  1 :20  P.M.  The  result  was  Yes:  163  and  No:  127  votes.  The  amend- 
ment passed  by  ballot  vote.  The  amended  figure  for  teacher's  salaries  is 
$667,480.00. 

William  Philpot  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  4  figure  under  RegularTui- 
tion  Account  from  the  present  $930,000.00;  to  decrease  said  figure  $20,000.00;

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
Gilmanton  School  District 
Gilmanton,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements 
of  the  Gilmanton  School  District  and  the  combining  and  individual  fund 
financial  statements  of  the  School  District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June 
30,  1991,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  School  District's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to 
express  an  opinion  on  these  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free 
of  material  misstatement.
